In the Register of Friday, Jan­ 
uary 31st, was published a car­ 
toon captioned “The Silent Dele­ 
gate,” which was so suggestive of 
the spectre that hangs over the 
(proposed permanent, world wide 
peace, that the question naturally 
comes to mind, as it probably does 
to the minds of many another hon­ 
est toiler—“W hat will the Peace 
Conference bring us? W hat guar­ 
antee will the toiling 
millions 
have from the allied nations that 
their interests will be safeguard­ 
ed, and their share of the profits 
of their labor assured them ?” 
That these questions will come 
before the Peace Conference there 
is not a shadow of a doubt, al­ 
though they are questions that 
must eventually be settled by each 
individual nation, whether recog­ 
nized by the “league of nations” 
or not; for it is evident that if 
these grave questions are not set­ 
tled. and settled right, the wise 
men of our nations who will have 
charge of the reconstruction work 
and the underlying questions that 
breed discord, 
will 
utterly have 
failed in one of their most sacred 
offices; 
for internal strife and 
labor wars will result which will 
create a more intense class hatred, 
and be more destructive 
of 
life 
and property thap our war with 
the Hun, the difference being that 
the hatred 
and 
destruction of 
property will be against our next­ 
door neighbor instead of against a 
foreign foe. 
There is no secret about the 
demands of labor. A seething vol­ 
cano was about to burst forth and 
throw its burning ash of discord 
over our fair lard which would 
have paralyzed our transportation 
systems, and from 
sym pathetic 
stakes, w’ould haw crippled many 
of our leading 
industries, 
when 
the call “To Arms” came. 
It was 
American patriotism that capped 
that volcano for the time being, 
but just beneath the surface it is 
a livid, seething mass still, and it 
will not take as much pressure to 
uncap it as it did 
to 
cap it, a 
calamity which would start an in­ 
ternal cot flagration, the flames of 
which would leap from tile Atlan­ 
tic seaboard to the placid waters 
of the Pacific in a day, affecting 
every state and municipality in 
the United States. 
We are informed that there are 
about 1.800,000 of our boys yet 
overseas, and twice that many 
who were in our training camps at 
home, who have not yet retort ed 
to their places in the industries of 
our nation. These millions are, in 
the 
main. 
breadwinners. 
While 
they answered their country's call, 
following “Old Glory” 
wherever 
its stars and stripes lead, a great 
demand for labor was created, but 
it is easy to see. unless our na­ 
tion undertakes many large recla­ 
mation schemes and provides em­ 
ployment to keep the unemployed 
busy, as soon as these defenders 
of the principles of democracy re­ 
turn to their various fields of la­ 
bor, the tide will turn again and 
there will be more demand for 
employment than for laborers, and 
it is then that the old feeling that 
they are not getting a fair com­ 
pensation for their labor, in com­ 
parison 
to 
what 
the 
financial 
barons of our country are getting, 
will be returned to them with re­ 
doubled force, and I say again, un­ 
less our government heads, who 
have charge 
of 
reconstruction 
work remove the cause of this 
ration-wide unrest, 
the 
old vol­ 
cano will burst forth with all its 
destructive elements, and it is not 
now possible to approxim ate the 
financial loss and human suffering 
it will bring upon us as a nation, 
paralyzing our ii dustrial centers, 
bringing bloodshed 
and 
murder 
and famine to our very doors. 
We are just now beginning to 
live in a new world; a world, the 
horizon of which is tinted with the 
golden hues of prosperity; but to 
reap this golder harvest, resulting 
rn a declaration of the “League 
of Nations” of a world-wide peace. 
we must use the wisdom of the 
wise, adm inistered under the mot­ 
to of “equal rights to all,” and a 
practical 
dem onstration 
of 
the 
prirciples of our constitution and 
tile 
“Declaration 
of 
independ­ 
ence.” which declares that “All 
men are created equal, 
and 
are 
endowed by their Creator with cer­ 
tain inalienable rights.” 
If these 
principles are carried out with in­ 
tegrity to all, then, and not till 
tiler will the foundation for a per­ 
manent peace be laid. 
I am not a pessimist by any 
means. 
I see in the immediate 
future, following a world peace, 
guaranteed by a league of nations, 
a bright picture as I look througli 
lens that are colored 
with 
the 
principle of equal 
rights, 
based 
upon a brother’s obligation to a 
brother; but these same lens cast 
a deep shade, ard depict a picture 
dark with evil forebodings, if the 
demands of our toiling millions 
are ignored by 
our 
government 
heads, and are given the “whip 
hand” instead 
of 
the hands of 
help. I he labor question must be 
settled, and settled right in every 
ration on the face of the civilized 
earth, or (here will be no perma­ 
nent peace; for these millions of 
toilers have seen the profits of 
their labor go to the capital end 
of every project constructed for 
many years, and they are not in a 
tem per to stand it longer. Internal 
dissensions between 
labor 
and 
capital will be the result if the 
reasonable demands of our toiling 
millions are, as in past years, ig­ 
nored, 
There will be trouble in 
every state and municipality, that 
the charge of “unpatriotic action" 
or a “oui gressiona! 
enactm ent” 
will not down. 
I am not discussing tills ques­ 
tion 
from 
an 
organized 
labor 
standpoint. I know there are some 
beautiful sentim ents set forth in 
the galaxy of principles constitut­ 
ing the Union Labor by-laws; but 
there are some I consider as vi­ 
cious and absolutely contrary to 
the “Golden Rule,” 
or 
Christ's 
idea of man’s obligation to his 
brother. 
Ro I am discussing this 
question 
from 
an 
independent 
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viewpoint, believing that the men 
or women who have conscientious 
objections to unionism, as it is run 
by the present leaders, have the 
same right to protection from our 
government, not only from the 
“shark" that would exploit them, 
but from the over zealous and un­ 
reasonable believer In present-day 
unionism, who would forbid them 
employment because they would 
not submit to the 
un christian 
rules of unionism. 
I m ight mention here one of 
the barriers to a perm anent peace 
in the United States. It is, in my 
opinion, the practice of the em­ 
ployer refusing employes a reason­ 
able share of the profits of their 
labor. In times past the man rep­ 
resenting capital doled out to the 
man representing labor a pittance 
that hardly kept soul and body to­ 
gether, and which did not allow 
the home anythii g but the bare 
necessities of life, and which, in 
many instances, forced the parent 
to bring up his children in ignor­ 
ance and superstition because he 
could ro t afford Hie expense of 
even a common school education. 
And the incongruity of the situa­ 
tion was. tile employer who was 
reaping the profits of this same 
poor toiler, was spending thouj 
sands 
in 
extravagant 
luxuries, 
.pleasure of travel, expensive dress 
and social 
functions, 
and 
was 
sending his children to expensive 
private 
schools, 
usually 
giving 
them a 
“finished education” 
in 
some foreign institution of learn­ 
ing. 
If the employed became de­ 
sirous to educate 
his 
children 
and Applied for a small raise in 
wage, he was refused and bluffed 
into submission by threats of be­ 
ing discharged, a thing the poor 
man could not stand, for he was 
actually eating 
today 
what 
he 
earned yesterday. 
That cot dition 
has been the “Whip H and” that 
has kept the toiling 
millions 
in 
submission for many years, but 
that sam e hand now has lost its 
sting because of a better under­ 
standing among the toilers. 
I read that in 1902 there were 
but seventy-two men in the U nit­ 
ed States who were worth a mil­ 
lion or more. 
Since 
then 
that 
num ber has nearly been doubled. 
By taking 1902 as our basis, we 
might say that at that time there 
were about ten million souls that 
represented the employes of these 
seventy-two 
millioi sires. 
Of 
course that represents our tran s­ 
portation lines and the thousands 
of employes it takes to run these 
titanic industries, as well as the 
m anufacturing plants forming our 
great 
industral 
eel ters. 
The 
comparison I wish to make is, that 
while these employers were roll­ 
ing in weahli. wondering when- 
they might find some "new' ming 
under the sun” to spend their sur­ 
plus wealth, upon for their pleas­ 
ure, the ten millions who repre­ 
sented the employed, were won­ 
dering how they were going to 
meet the extra expense the com­ 
ing winter would inevitably bring 
upon them with their increased 
family. 
And 
the 
very 
millions 
these 
fortunate 
seventy-two 
brothers were trying 
to 
find a 
idace to sper d. were created by 
the profits of the labor of these 
same 
ten 
millions 
who 
were 
dreading the coming of w inter be­ 
cause of their poverty. 
I am convinced that when this 
labor c i cation <s settled as it 
should be settled by our nation’s 
heads, the “red flag” of anarchy 
and the spirit of i.WAV. ism will 
be broken, for with w’ell paid, and 
as a natural consequence, content­ 
ed labor, the spirit dominating 
l.W.W.-istn would have nothing to 
feed upon; for that lawless spawn, 
as well as vicious and unreason­ 
able So< alism, is born in stagnant 
labor pools, and is in turn ingraft­ 
ed by m alcontents into those who 
have been, either because of in­ 
capacity or because of the condi­ 
tion of the labor market, forced 
inio idleness. 
Because of these eoud’tions, do 
you wonder that 
the 
far-seeing 
cartoonist, 
saw 
the 
gigantic 
“ S p e c tr e ’’ of labor hanging over 
thp “Peace Table” overseas?

farm.

Greenleaf* position is pretty well 
summed up in a remark he made last 
night during a discussion on the sew­ 
age disposal when he said that it was 
his business policy, that when he in­ 
vested a dollar he put it

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RUSSIANSOCIALISM 


‘-IG, fir recent article in the Saturday 
Evening Post, Will Payne has per­ 
formed a useful service in making 
clear the precise nature of Bolshevism 
It is not “anarchism,’’ as so many 
people thoughtlessly call it. Anarch­ 
ism is the absence of governmental 
system; and Bolshevist Russia, chaot­ 
ic ae it seems to be, is very much gov­ 
erned, or will be if the wishes of the 
leaders are carried out. This strange 
and 
repellant 
regime 
which 
has 
gripped a large part of Russia and 
threatens to over-run Europe is noth­ 
ing less than 
pure Socialism, as 
preached by its founder and prophet, 
Karl Marx. 
To most men Socialism means some­ 
thing else, a system of highly organ­ 
ized democracy. That is simply be­ 
cause most people have not read Marx, 
but have derived their ideas from So­ 
cialists of more moderate brands, who 
lave departed from pure Marxism. 
American notions of Socialism have 
been colored largely by the compara­ 
tively conservative, rational teaching 
and work of the English Fabian So­ 
cialists, represented by George Ber­ 
nard Shaw, and by such American 
moderates as John Spargo. 
These moderates have taken the 
best of the doctrines stated or sug­ 
gested by Marx, and ignored the rest. 
In particular, they have not swallowed 
h it doctrines of the complete abolition 
of private property and the monopoliz­ 
ation of political and economic control 
by the working class. 
It is on these radical Marxian prin­ 
ciples that the Bolsheviks, or “extrem­ 
ist*” have founded their revolution. 
They want to do away altogether with 
the “capitalistic class,” or '‘bour­ 
geoisie;" whether by taking their 
property away from them or by killing 
them seems immaterial. They want 
the "state” to own and control all the 
created wealth as well as the means of 
production, and they want that state 
to he governed by the ' proletariat”— 
those who work with their hands for 
wages. 
Thus Bolshevist Socialism is not 
democratic at all. Democracy is the 
“rule of the people.” It implies partic­ 
ipation in government by all the peo­ 
ple. 
In a democracy the millionaire, 
if there is such, has as good a right to 
life, liberty and the pursuit of happi­ 
ness as the manual laborer; the pro­ 
fessor or banker or doctor has as good 
a right to citizenship as the shoemak­ 
er or hod-carrier. The Bolshevik! are 
preaching, 'and so far as they can, 
practising, 
a ‘'proletarian 
dictator­ 
ship.” 
It is turning czarism upside down. 
Instead of a czar tyrannizing over 
everybody else, the working class is 
to tyrannize over everybody else. And 
this is the system to which millions of 
Russians, and some Americans, want 
to subject the whole world. 


MERCHANT MARINE 


The words “Merchant Marine,” so 
frequently heard in these days, have 
but a vague meaning to many people, 
especially those more remote from the 
great seaports. 
As a matter of fact the ships now in 
process of construction are simply an 
extension of our railways in all their 
familiar forms, as is made plain in the 
following article published in the New 
York Times: 
“There are four general types 
of ocean vessels comparable with 
American railroad service. 
The 
fast passenger lines, carrying only 
mail and baggage for cargo, are 
the equivalent of our fast limited 
passenger trains. 
These can op­ 
erate profitably only between our 
Atlantic ports and Europe. 
Next 
is the passenger and cargo liner, 
which compares with the regular 
passenger train, and runs on regu­ 
lar routes and schedules to the 
Orient and South America. There 
are fast cargo liners correspond­ 
ing to our fast freight, and convey­ 
ing 
perishable 
commodities 
as 
they do. 
Last, but far from least, 
is the tramp steamer, traveling 
slowly to any port desired, which 
is the seamate of the slow freight 
train, economical and deservedly 
numerous.” 
The inland shipper and the fanner 
are familiar with all the railroad facil­ 
ities. 
Many of them realize but little 
how these four types of marine car­ 
riers now under construction will ex 
tend the service of the trains from 
their doors to all the earth. 
Nebraska and Kansas will be able to 
ship swiftly to China and Japan. Wy­ 
oming and New .Mexico to England or 
South America. 
And the markets of 
the world will consume all our farmers 
can ship, for most of the maritime na­ 
tions are importers of food product^ 
and will be glad of our supplies.

HARVEY HANDS A HOT 
ONE 


The failures and delays of the Post 
Office Department in the handling of 
soldiers’ mail—and all other mail, for 
that matter—have become so notor­ 
ious that reference to them nowadays 
provokes little comment. 
But Col. 
George Harvey has summarized the 
whole matter so concisely that we 
venture to give his version of the diffi­ 
culty. “As to the failure to receive 
letters from home,” says the Colonel, 
“that is easily explained. 
The worst 
mail service ever known in the history 
of the country, hands over at tide­ 
water here such letters as survive its 
manipulations to the most incompet­ 
ent War Department on record. Ap­ 
parently when the letters reach the 
other side they are dumped in heaps, 
baled up and shipped hack home to os 
returned to the writers. 
The Assist­ 
ant Postmaster General was quoted in 
Congress the other day as saying that 
eight or ten carloads of such mail mat­ 
ter had just been received here from 
France.”

(Stockton Record) 


On the one hand we find Prof. L- H. 
Bailey, formerly of the New York Col­ 
lege of ^Agriculture, declaring that 
there is practically no hope for cheap 
food, which means the very consider­ 
able lowering of prices, and investigat­ 
ors on the other, who affirm with equal 
vehemence that food is going to be 
cheaper and not only that, but a great 
deal cheaper. 
They point out that production has 
reached Rh highest, point, owing to 
vast quantities of foodstuffs having 
been stored in warehouses throughout 
the country, but especially in the large 
eastern cities, and now that these 
goods must come into the market in 
competition with similar productions 
from South America, New Zealand, 
Australia and Siberia, prices cannot 
be maintained at the high levels 
which have marked them to the pres­ 
ent time. Already the consumer ob­ 
serves a considerable change in the 
price complexion, for already goods 
from these foreign lands are begin­ 
ning to find their way into the mar­ 
kets. 
Prof. Bailey bases his claims on 
higher standards of living in this coun­ 
try. high wages and the fact that the 
farmer must henceforth put a fair

J. P. Baumgartner said that it 
looked to him as though the fight 
would have to be made against Los 
Angeles sooner or later anyhow, and 
that if Los Angeles wanted the school 
it would go after it at Sacramento, and 
that the arguments now presented by 
Riverside would be just as effective 
against locating elsewhere than in 
Riverside, if the location is thrown 
wide open, as they are now.

M. C. A. and Rad Cross among Amor- 
lean soldiers in France is 
lauded by 
Sergt. Lewis B. Fleet in a letter 
to 
his father at Olendora. 
Fleet was a 
member of the 
Citrus 
Union 
high 
school class of 1917. 
“I want to tell you what the Y. M. 
C. A. and Red Cro?s have done for 
your boy, and you can tell the many 
friends of mine,” writes the 
soldier 
from overseas. 
“Just today I got a 
sw eater from the Red Cross, and it 
had in it the name of a lady in 
Ox­ 
nard, whom I intend to write to to­ 
morrow and at least thank her for it 
if I can’t do more. 
While 
I was in 
France I don’t know what I should 
have done if the Y and the Red Cross 
had not been so good to me. 
Our Y 
secretary 
cam e 
rigid 
up 
to the 
trenches with us every morning, and 
during ihe sm all hours of the night, 
while we were ‘standing to’ the Y man 
made his rounds with supplies of smok­ 
ing and candy. 
He seemed to have 
the biggest pockets of anyone I ever 
saw, for he always had enough to go 
around aud always Had a sm ile and 
cheering word for us all. 
If you hap­ 
pened to have your eye on som ething 
in No Man’s Land and could not talk 
to him he would just put som ething 
in your pocket and give you a good 
word and go on his way. 
I have seen 
him go right out into the thickest of 
singing bullets and flying shrapnel, 
place a piece of chocolate in a wound­ 
ed man’s mouth,take his first aid pack­ 
et and bind his wound, put him on his 
back and carry him in, or help him 
walk. 
“it seem s to me he never slept, but 
always kept en the job looking after 
his boys physically 
and 
spiritually, 
never caring for his 
own 
personal 
safety as long as he could help some 
on© of us. 
One da-, he came up the 
trench when all was quiet except a 
few Jerry snipers, got my automatic, 
crawled; around and over a little knoll 
and being only a few yards from Jer­ 
ry’s trench, emptied 
the 
autom atic 
and crawled back after giving Jerry 
some lead. 
This Y man went to the 
trenches with us on June 5 when I got 
wounded before I got a 
chance 
at 
Jerry, and I found him there on the 
18th cf Septem ber when I spent two 
weeks more with the s ame old outfit I 
was with before and lie was still full 
of sm iles and good cheer and knew 
me just as well after three m onths’ 
a lie n e e aa he did at first. 
I ve seen 
him kneel and say a 
short 
prayer 
o e\r a dying man at Ilia own request 
and go away leaving this man’s body 
there, but happy to know that his soul 
had gone to a place of rest and jieace, 
where the battle is won and over for 
him; where the bullet's whine is not 
known, and where men s torn liodies 
are resting in peace 
after 
fighting 
their battle and waiting for the day 
when their comrades who fought so 
hard on the field of battle 
and 
are 
still fighting may come home to rest 
j Iso. 
This man is not the only one 
who is doing things like that; many a 
Y man is doing just such work at the 
front and many are doing their part 
behind the lines and in England and 
in the U. S., for a soldier boy needs 
spiritual encouragement wherever he 
is. If it were not for the Y in these 
camus there would be 
many 
lonely 
nights spent in a sinful way, but the 
Y brings them to a clean warm place 
for games and reading, writing 
and 
various recreations. 
’ The Red C ross was on the job al- 
wayg. 
When I was wounded in June 
I left my .he kwith all I ever owned 
in it at. the trenches. 
W hile in the 
British 
hospital 
there 
was a Red 
Cross worker who cam e and asked if 
there was anything I 
needed.
